Copies 
of the opinion have been sent to 
member universities, including 
McGill. 

Students' Council here has 
made no plans to assist the un- 
known number of affected stu- 
dents. 

According to Castonguay, stu- 
dents must have becii registered 
with their universities before 
September 8 to vote in the uni- 
versity riding. Door-to-door enu- 
merators have been instructed 
not to include students on the 
electoral lists. 

Complaints will t>e handled by 
the riding's revising officers from 
October 21-23. Further appeals 



will be considered by substitute 
revising officers appointed by the 
Quebec Supreme Court, whose de- 
cisions can again be appealed di- 
rectly to a Judge. 

The legal opinion being distri- 
buted by eus indicates that a 
segment of the effectively, disen- 
franchised students may be able 
to maice successful appeals. How- 
ever, they must : 

have attended McGill in the 
previous year, 

not have lived with their 
parents last summer. 

Intend to continue living se- 
parated from their families, and 
must 

consider their residence at 
the university as a home.

A crudely-painted sign with the words 
"Québec Libre" crossed out and followed 
by the hopeful "not if we con help it" has 
been the first introduction freshmen have 
hod to the political thinking of McGill's 
Progressive Conservative Club. Even in 
terms of conservatism, it would be □ pity 
if this particular sentiment were allowed 
lo stand as a reflection of Canadian con- 
servative political sentiment. 

Over the past few years McGill Con- 
servatives have unfortunately been subject- 
ed to a takeover of their club by those who 
in no way represent Canadian conservatism; 
the phenomenon of Goldwoterism, a very 
un-Canadian kind of thinking has been 
rampant on the McGill Right for some time 
past. The idea of a Québec Libre, striding 
over the mangled bodies of Goldwoterites 
may very well be an attractive one to many 
people. It should not, nevertheless, be allow- 
ed lo confuse the real issue that lies behind 
the national issue in Canada. À recent book 
"Lament for a Nation" by a traditional 
Canadian Conservative opens up the dis- 
cussion in a way which has not been seen 
for some time. 

For too long, the Left in Canada has 
accepted the two-nation theory in a manner 
so uncritical as to suggest that the whole 
job of progressive thinking is to write the 
party platforms of the Government. Having 



persuaded all the various ethnic groups 
that, in fact, the concept of two founding 
races is not at all reactionary, the Left now 
finds itself saddled with a concept of 
Canada which is totally out of touch with 
Canodion reality. 

The gimmick of bi-culturalism dreamed 
up by the backroom boys of the Liberal 
administration has been seized on by the 
Left and propagated as Gospel. Bewildered 
farmers in the Kootenoys have been talked 
at for endless hours about the French prob- 
lem when all they have been worried about 
is whether the Doukhobors will march again 
this year. The Prairies have been inundated 
with bilingualism when they are desperately 
concerned with the fact that the kids no 
longer know how to speak Ukrainian. And 
all of this has been perpetuated in the name 
of national unity. 

All of which has a direct bearing on 
Canadian conservatism; the Canada visual- 
ized by Conservatives is infinitely more at- 
tractive than the one postulated by the 
Liberal Party, a group which in effect re- 
presents the interests of American big busi- 
ness in Canada. Once one has removed 
Yankee mavericks such as hiarkness and 
Léon Bolcer, one finds an older, richer and 
more truly nationalist ethic in the ranks of 
the Conservative Party. The reason for this 
is quite simple: conservatism as a political 
concept springs from the same roots as 
socialism. It begins from the idea of a collec- 



tive morality, totally opposed to the ram- 
pant 'individualism of official Liberalism. 
The reason why someone like hiarold Mac- 
Millon fell from power is because, on a 
personal level, he was shocked to find that 
one of his colleagues did not share his own 
concept of personal and social morality; the 
reason why conservatism in Canada is dis- 
mayed by recent trends has to do with the 
fact that many elements in the Government 
have seen fit to ploy fast and loose with the 
mandate given to them by thousands of 
ordinary people whose only demand was 
peace and a strong stond against social 
injustice everywhere. 

thence the silliness of the McGill Con- 
servative club when it chooses to fight its 
battles over the question of separatism. The 
real issue has little to do with whether 
Quebec separates or not. India, Nigeria and 
numerous other ex-colonial countries have 
achieved political independence over the 
last twenty years. The only result has been 
that the rale of foreign domination has in- 
creased two-fojd. Thus con Time Magazine, 
run pictures of six new Nigerian million- 
aires; thus can Washington continue to coll 
the shots in New Delhi. 

As for OS Quebec is concerned, if it 
separates it will be because the Slate 
Department has said it will not interfere 
with such a process. And the price for 
American agreement will be the continua- 
tion of a free trade area running from eost 
to west in order to ensure the flow of Vene- 
zuelan oil from the Montreal refineries. 
Separatism under these conditions is perfect- 
ly acceptable to the Americans, as it is lo 
the Liberal Parly in Canada. M. Lesage is 
perfectly prepared to preside over the dis- 
solution of the present Canadian confedera- 
tion provided the new Quebec is the kind 
of Quebec that is acceptable to the men 
who pull the strings. The real problem about 
separatism is never mentioned! what the 
State Department, the Canadian Liberal 
Party and their various supporters are 
worried about Is the possibility of another 
Cuba a few hundred miles from New York.'

And More 
On Taste 

Dear Sir: 

My letter is in response lo 
* a complaint r to .tli'e Daily re- 
fiistered by Miss Tliompson and 
Mssrs Kaufmann and Klye in a 
letter oh Wednesday. With re- 
ference to Dr. nobcrtson, it has 
become a part of journalistic 
tradition lo refer to adult males 
in., our society by their last 
names. With reference to their 
criticism of a Dailv caption be- 
low a pictuirc of Mssrs Notman 
and Taylor, it might be worth 
noting that critical captions 
have become an integral part 
of Time and other publications 
which probably constitute staple 
reading for the three authors. 
There is no - real question of 
"taste", "proper respect", or 
whether the Administration is 
"working to the best of ils abil- 
ity". The conflict Is over funda- 
mental beliefs.' 

Two clear and salient points 
have arisen from discussion 
with liic Administration: 

1. Dr. Robertson has made It 
clear that the Administra- 



tion feels that students should 
pay fees. Implicit iii this sen- 
timent Is the belief that only 
the wealthy should be per- 
mitted (o compete for edu- 
cation. The Administration 
is in (act unequivocally re- 
jecting the ethos of an egali- 
tarian and democratic so- 
ciety for social scientists have 
provided ample evidence of 
massive - discrimination in 
the field of higher education. 

2. The Administration has also 
made it clear that it bas^no . 
system of financing the uni- 
versity, that it projects bud- 
gets yearly, and that it has 
no short-range or long-range 
financial plans. 

These points lead lo some im- 
portant conclusions. The first 
conclusion, and a very direct one 
to make, is that the more 
"able", skillful, or competent 
the Administration may be, the 
more the Administration will In 
fact be working against the 

. public good for it will be acting 
on anti-egalitarian beliefs. In 
fact the more skillful the Ad- 

. minlstriition becomes and the 
more it Is permitted lo act upon 
its apparent beliefs, the fewer 
chances there will be for those 
who arc academically prepared 
to attend university in the fu- 
ture. 



A second conclusion to be 
made concerns the methods of 
financing. The financial posi- 
tion of the university is in- 
credibly poor. One illustration 
has been the inability to plan. 
Another has been the state of 
the Library. A 1961 Keport com- 
paring a sample of 21 North . 
American university libraries 
ranks McGill in the bottom 
quarter by almost every consi- 
deration. .McGill was listed as 
possessing 850 thousand volu- 
mes compared to 1.0 million 
for the U of T. In a sample 
^hlch ranged from Harvard 
and Princeton to Florida and 
Virginia, McGill ranked worst 
in expenditures per student. 
Another illustration of McGill's 
state of affairs is the fact that 
the Alma Mater Fund, during 
ils 17 years of existence has 
collected but $3.S million, less 
than 45% of this year's contri- 
bution from the province. The 
Endowment Fund in turn ac- 
counts for less than 10% of the 
contribution from the provincial 
government alone. 

We must develop a policy that 
will raise the standards of edu- 
cation at this university to at 
least a median' level and that 
will permit all those who are 
academically qualified to attend. 
Wc have bad a history of. de- 



cades in which our particular 
version of "private" education 
has failed. What we are calling 
for is a publicly supported sys- 
tem of high quality education. 
This is where the conflict lies 
and this Is what a benevolent 
but self-perpetuating elite which 
has run McGill affairs is at- 
tempting to resist.
